® This new building will stand on a lot 50 by 75 feet on the south side of East 
ibadway, near Chatham Square. 
‘The street front, which is of Indiana limestone, shows a three-story and base- 
)nt building, the distinctive features of which, the large arches on the first floor, 
*mounted by pillars reaching to the cornice, also appeared in the first Carnegie 
lilding—that for the Yorkville Branch on East 79th Street—and belong to the 
eral type adopted for all these buildings by the Architectural Commission. 
je differences between the two fronts, however, are considerable, and give assur- 
e that the adoption of such a general type will not lead to monotony. 
The frontage on the street is the full width of the lot—so feet, and the depth 
the basement and ground floors is 67% feet. On the upper floors. the building 
five feet shorter than this, owing to a skylight extending across the rear of the 
ound floor. Except for this skylight and for a smaller one in the roof the build- 
~ is lighted entirely from front and rear. There are three full stories and a 
sement, besides a partial fourth story, occupied only by an apartment for the 
itor. 
The entrance is at the right side, and the main stairways are confined to the 
joining corner of the building, being broken into half-story flights running alter- 
tely in opposite directions. The entrance is at the ground level, and from it a 
lf-flight leads directly up to the main floor, while another affords access to the 
asement. 
The principal feature of this basement floor is an assembly room 62 x 29 feet, 
ich will be used for meetings connected with the work of the Library, and pos- 
bly also for a newspaper reading-room during part of the day. This is the first 
anch building containing such a room to be erected in this city. Besides the 
sembly room the basement contains a receiving and packing room 24 x 10 feet, 
boiler-room 16 x 20 feet, a men’s lavatory, and a lobby 16 feet square, into 
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which open a book lift that communicates with all the upper floors.and a dun 
waiter that runs only to the janitor’s floor. Adjoining this lobby is the me 
lavatory. : 

The main floor is occupied entirely by the children’s room, which will be us 
chiefly for the work of circulation, but also to some extent for reading purpos 
The vestibule and stairways take up a space 16 x 25 feet in one corner of the fro 
and there is also a rear stairway that leads directly to the packing-room, but t 
entire remainder of the floor, which will be unbroken by partitions, will be ava 
able for the children’s work. 

On the second floor is the adult’s circulating department, which will also occug 
the whole floor, with the exception of the stairways, a women’s lavatory 7 x 
feet, and a projection 6 x 4 feet from one of the side walls, through which run ¢ 
lifts and flues. : 

On the third floor is located the general reading-room and also a lunch-rooi 
and retiring-room for the library staff, with lavatory. This occupies a space © 

_feet square in one of the rear corners of the floor, and adjoining it is the stairwa 
leading to the janitor’s apartment. 

To these latter is devoted a space 14 feet wide and extending across the rear 
the building, with a projection 15 x 16 feet. The whole apartment is practical 
situated on the roof of the building and will not be visible from the street. It i 
cludes three bed-rooms, a sitting-room, kitchen and bath-room. 

The whole building is of the most substantial and approved fireproof construe 
tion. It will be lighted by electricity and heated by hot water on a combinatior 
of the direct and indirect systems. Contracts have not yet been made for th 
equipment of the building, but it is expected that the furniture and fittings will bi 
similar to those of the Yorkville building, and will include the usual charging 
desks for the circulating work and tables and chairs for reading. The shelvin 
will be confined to the walls as much as possible, and in any case there will be 
nothing in the nature of a stack-room, as these branch libraries are not to be store: 
houses for books, but rather depositories for collections of such standard and cur 
rent literature as is most in demand for home use. By shelving the walls a 
placing reading-tables in the adjoining open space the reader is brought into more 
direct contact with the books, greatly to his convenience and comfort. 

It will not be necessary to organize a new branch library for this building, as 
the Chatham Square branch has been doing good work for several years ina 
rented building nearly opposite the new site, where it was established in 1899 
On the completion of the new building, which should be ready in the summer of 
next year, the staff, and work of the branch will simply be moved across the 


street, where, it it is expected, it will go on with increased usefulness to the” 
locality. 
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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
FoR THE YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 1902. 


July 1, 1902. 


Hon. Joun BIGELow, 
President, New York Public Library, 
Sir: 

I have the honor to submit the following report of the work of this 
Library for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1902: 

By act of the Legislature, approved Feb. 7, 1902 (Chapter 21 of laws of 
1902), the number of Trustees was increased from twenty-one to twenty- 
five, and the Mayor, Comptroller, and President of the Board of Alder- 
men of the City were made, ex officio, members of the Board of Trustees. 
Mr. Daniel Huntington, one of the trustees of the Lenox Library previous 
to its incorporation with the New York Public Library, resigned December 
II, 1901; and in January, 1902, Mr. Andrew Carnegie was elected a trustee 
to fill the vacancy thus caused. In April, 1902, Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan 
was elected as a member of the Board of Trustees. Mr. George L. Rives, 
having accepted the office of Corporation Counsel of the City, resigned his 
position as Secretary of the Board, and in January, 1902, Mr. Charles 
Howland Russell was elected Secretary in his place, 


New BvwILpDING. 


The contract for the erection of the new building, including mason 
work, marble, roofing, steel construction and fireproofing was executed 
by the Municipal authorities with the firm of Norcross Brothers on August 
26, 1901, the time limited for completion being three years. 

Little was done until the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court acted 
on the appeal from the decision refusing an injunction against the breaking 
the contract with Norcross Brothers, which appeal was denied by decision 
of the Court, Nov. 15, rgor. 

Modelling and draughtsmen’s sheds were erected on the grounds, and 
the work of making models on the large scale has made good progress. 
In May, 1902, a full-sized model of two of the columns on the Fifth Ave- 
nue front, with their bases, capitals, etc., was set up in place, to enable the 
architects to judge as to the proper proportions of the several parts and at 
the same time to give the public some idea as to the character of the pro- 
posed building. The quarrying of the marble to be used has made suf- 
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. | ficient progress to show that stone of excellent quality will be produced, 

but no marble has yet been delivered at the building site. About three 
‘| million of bricks have been laid on interior walls. The legal complications 
in Connection with contracts have caused a delay of about six months. 


CARNEGIE LispRARY BUILDINGS. - 


_ The contract with the City providing for the acquisition by the City of 
sites for Carnegie Library Buildings having been duly | executed on July 
| 17th, 1901, the Trustees requested three prominent architects in the City, 
|} namely, Messrs. Charles F. McKim, Walter Cook, and John M. Carrére 
to act as an advisory committee on the question of procuring plans. On 
September joth, 1901, this committee recommended that the branch 
libraries should be built on a distinctive type with as much uniformity in 
the design, materials, and general character as is consistent with such 
variations as are bound to exist. They recommended that a Board of Archi- 
tects be selected by the Trustees, to consist of not less than two, and in 
any case not more than five, architects, and that the designing of the 
buildings and the supervision of their construction be entrusted by allot- 
ment tothe individual members of this Board. In accordance with these 
recommendations, on November 7th, 1901, an agreement was made with 
three firms of architects in New York—namely, Babb, Cook & Willard; 
_ Carrére & Hastings, and McKim, Mead & White—whereby the said firms 
were employed to prepare plans and specifications for the branch library 
buildings on sites to be provided or approved by the City of New York, 
to be erected and equipped at the expense of Mr. Andrew Carnegie. 

In this agreement it was provided that the designing of each of these 
buildings shall be separately entrusted by allotment to one of the three 
firms of architects, and that the architects shall act in collaboration and as 
an Advisory Board to the Trustees in all matters pertaining to the erection 
of any of the branch library buildings, and that the plans for any or all of 
the buildings are to be approved in writing by a majority of the Advisory 
Board. The first Carnegie Library Building, on East Seventy-ninth Street, 
between Second and Third Avenues, was erected on a plot of ground 
belonging to the Library, and approved as a proper site by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment. The plans and designs for this building 
were made by Mr. James Brown Lord, who had had the work in hand 
before the New York Free Circulating Library was consolidated with the 
New York Public Library. Mr. Lord consulted with the Advisory Board 
of Architects with regard to the design of the building, which was finally 
~ completed in accordance with the general scheme of design approved by 
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the Advisory Board, and the contract with Isaac A. Hopper & Son 
for its construction, in accordance with the approved plans and specifica- 
tions, was signed on the 15th February, 1902. ’ 

The Committee on Circulation having reported on the suitability of 
certain sites for branch libraries, and the Executive Committee having 
approved of the sites proposed, on November 4th, rgor, a communication — 
was addressed to the Mayor of the City of New York stating the urgent 
need that certain sites be determined upon, and recommending certain 
general locations and three definite sites which should be obtained at once 
for these buildings. 

It was impossible to secure consideration of the question of Library 
sites during the final days of the last administration, and when the new 
administration came into office, in 1902, other matters seemed of more im- 
portance. On February roth, 1902, a letter was addressed to the Mayor, 
calling attention to the agreement in respect to these sites and to the com- 
munications already addressed to the City recommending certain sites. 
On March 7th, 1902, the Board of Estimate and Apportionment took up 
the question of sites, giving public hearings in regard to this matter. A 
report of the City Engineer, dated November 2gth, 1901, was thereupon 
for the first time made public, in which the sites previously recommended 
were criticised and the prices asked considered excessive. The whole 
question was then referred to a Committee of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, consisting of the following, namely: 

President of the Board of Aldermen, Mr. Fornes; 

President of the Borough of Manhattan, Mr. Cantor; 

President of the Borough of The Bronx, Mr. Haffen; 
and the Executive Committee appointed a sub-committee to confer with 
them in regard to the subject. 

The question of sites in the Borough of Richmond having been brought 
up, the Board of Trustees on December rith, rgor1, invited the following 
residents of the Borough: 


Messrs. GEORGE CROMWELL (President of the Borough), 
Joun M. Carrére, 
Guey A. Irvine, 
A. K. Jounson, 
WALTER C. Kerr, 
Ira K, Morris, 
De Witt Starrorp, 


to act as an Advisory Committee to consider and report upon the situation 
in Richmond, and especially as to the recommendation of the Committee 
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on Circulation to arrange for additional branch libraries in the Borough 
of Richmond. 

On February 7th, the report of the Advisory Committee on Richmond 
was received, in which it was recommended that one large library at St. 
George and five smaller libraries in localities mentioned be obtained in the 
Borough of Richmond. This report was generally approved, and steps 
were taken to secure the consent of Mr. Carnegie and the City Authorities 
| to an increase in the number of sites under the contract. 

On March 26th, 1902, an amendatory agreement was entered into by 
the Trustees and the City of New York by which the number of sites per- 
| mitted to be selected for Carnegie Libraries was increased from not to 
| exceed 42 to not to exceed 50, in order to provide for additional libraries 
in the Borough of Richmond and in the Bronx, and this was approved by 
Mr. Carnegie. 

On May 23rd, 1902, action was taken by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, authorizing the purchase of Site No. 4 at r4oth street and 
Alexander avenue in the Bronx. The Comptroller was given power to 
negotiate for the purchase of sites at 176th street and Washington avenue 
and 190-192 Amsterdam avenue, and condemnation proceedings were 
authorized for property at Amsterdam avenue, between 84th and 85th 
streets, and at Nos. 224-6 East 125th street. On June 6th, 1902, the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment approved the purchase of site Nos. 
_ 31-33 East Broadway at a price which had finally been agreed upon, and 
at that time the general localities for sites Nos. 2 to 18 inclusive (excepting 
those sites to be located in Richmond) were approved. It was referred to 
the Comptroller to purchase such properties in each locality as might be 
recommended to him by the Board of Trustees. 

On June 6, 1902, the Board authorized an issue of bonds for $250,- 
000.00, to be used for the purchase of library sites, about $200,000.00 of 
which might be made available for the purchase of sites in the Boroughs 
of Manhattan, The Bronx, and Richmond. 

It will be seen from this that at the end of the fiscal year the only site 
which had actually been obtained was that on 79th street for the Yorkville 
branch; but the purchase of two others had been authorized, eight sites 
had been agreed upon, ten other sites had been approximately selected, 
and plans were in course of preparation. 


CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT. 
During the year two libraries have consolidated with this Library 
under the provisions of Chapter 57 of the Laws of 1901 of the State of New 
York, viz.: the St. Agnes Free Library, now our St. Agnes branch, on 
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August 1st, rgor, and the Washington Heights Free Library, now our 
Washington Heights branch, on December 1, 1901. The St. Agnes library 
added 10,027 volumes, and the Washington Heights library 19,425 vol- 
umes, to the stock of the Department; and the latter also brought with it 
a fine building erected a few years ago. The working staffs of these 
libraries were continued, and but slight change in their methods was re- 
quired to secure uniformity. 

The four reading rooms that had been opened in public school build- 
ings as stated in my last report, were closed at the end of the year rgor, 
owing to lack of funds by which the Board of Education could continue 
their support. The books and periodicals in these reading rooms—being 
the property of the Library—were distributed among the branch libraries 
for circulation. 

The employees of the Department were re-classified in April, and are 
now divided into six grades, of which the highest consists of librarians-in- 
charge of branch libraries and the lowest of unpaid apprentices. The 
number in each grade, except the two lowest, is limited. Passage of an 
examination is necessary for promotion and confers eligibility; but the 
promotion itself is conditioned on the existence of a vacancy in the higher 
grade. Examinations under these new rules were held in May, 1902. 
Two classes of apprentices, to serve six months each, were admitted: by 
examination during the year, one on October 8, 1901, and one on March 
25, 1902. The former graduated fourteen members unconditionally and 
six conditionally. In the second, which is still serving, there are nine 
members. Beginning with October next, the term of apprenticeship is to 
be lengthened to nine months, or practically a school year. 

The work done by the Department shows an increase over that of last 
year, as will be seen by the statistical tables. In these tables the circula- 
tion of the new branches is taken into account only since the respective 
dates of consolidation. If the year’s work of all our present branches be 
considered, it will be found to include a home use of 2,014,653, as against 
1,862,968 for the preceding year—an increase of 151,685. Of this increase 
99,920 is due to the Travelling Libraries alone, which circulated 248,791 
volumes. The number of distributing agencies this year was 202, as 
against 156 lastyear. Their diversity can be appreciated only by glancing 
at the list of them printed on another page. As our work will soon be ex- 
tended to the Boroughs of the Bronx and Richmond, where the territory 
is too large to be thickly covered with regular branch libraries, it is believed 
ae considerable parts of those Boroughs must be served through travelling 

ibraries. 


The number of books lost by theft during the year in the Circulation 
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||Department is very large, as is the case in all open-shelf libraries. The 
total number reported missing at the monthly partial inventories during 
the year at the fourteen branches was 3,480. <A large number of these 
missing books aré only replaced or mislaid, but this report doubtless 
jrepresents a permanent loss of at least 2,000. Thus the annual loss from 
‘|theft is one per cent. of the total number of volumes on the shelves and one- 
{/tenth of one per cent. of those circulated. Of the total expenditures of the 
‘| Department, about I.3 per cent. is for replacement of stolen books, and 
#jnearly 12 per cent. of the book appropriation is so expended. 

The total number of books now in the Department, including missing 
| Dooks in course of replacement, is 218,818, of which 15,986 volumes, new in 
| their respective branches, were added during the year. The titles in each 
branch duplicate those in the others to a considerable extent; thus, the 
} whole number of titles in the Department is only 43,000. Of the thirteen 
branch libraries now included in the Department, six occupy their own 
buildings, while seven are in rented quarters. In all cases but one the 
| leases for these have been renewed during the year. The Riverside Branch 
) was obliged, in December, 1901, to leave its quarters at 261 West 69th Street 
/ Owing to the sale of the building, and removed to 230 Amsterdam Avenue. 
This building was torn down in the following March, which necessitated 
a second removal, this time to 116 West 65th Street. As this building 
was incomplete, the branch was closed for a month, and the new rooms 
were not occupied until April, circulation being resumed on May rath.

CENTRAL REFERENCE LIBRARY. 
SHELF DEPARTMENT. 


During the fiscal year the number of volumes received by the Shelf 
Department, entered on the accession catalogue, and placed on the shelves, 
was 32,224, of which 15,760 were purchases and 16,464 gifts. The number 
of pamphlets accessioned during the same period was 24,317, of which 
6,754 were purchases and 17,563 gifts. 

The number of volumes and pamphlets actually received at the Library 
during the year was as follows: 33,741 volumes, of which 12,951 were pur- 
chases, 18,178 were gifts, and 2,612 were exchanges; pamphlets, 128,270, 
| of which 5,969 were purchases, 54,070 were gifts, and 68, 231 were exchanges. 
During the year 2,834 volumes and 15,126 pamphlets—duplicates—were 
sent out in exchange, and over 2,000 volumes and 2,000 pamphlets—United 
States documents—were returned to the Superintendent of Documents, 

The total number of volumes on the shelves and available for use at the 
end of June, 1902, was 571,081, and of pamphlets 206,687. 
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19,631 volumes and 2,812 pamphlets were reclassified, the following 
sections being finished: astronomy, classical literature, general geography, 
African history and geography, art, applied art, costume, numismatics, 
etc., history of the Netherlands, Scandinavia, Switzerland, genealogy, 
Egyptology, occult science; work was begun or continued on the following: 
theology, Church history, etc., philology, Sanskrit, bibliography, law (at 
the Lenox branch). 6,844 bookseller’s catalogues were arranged and grouped 
according to the sellers’ names, besides the many catalogues sent to the 
shelves for the bibliography of various subjects. 

There were bound for the Library 6,634 volumes (including 885 volumes 
repaired outside of the Library, not including about 1,000 volumes bound 
abroad before importation); and the Library bindery repaired 938 volumes, 
mounted 30 maps, and made r portfolio. 4,171 volumes were tied up in 
manila paper and 7,187 volumes were lettered and labelled, of which 1,206 
were lettered by apprentices; 2,549 pamphlets were stapled or sewed to 
hold stiff paper covers. New shelving was added to the amount of 4,258 
feet. 

CATALOGUE DEPARTMENT. 

During the year there were catalogued 46,788 volumes and 27,474 
pamphlets, for which purpose there were written 111,149 cards and 8,964 
slips for the printer, from each of which slips five cards on an average were 
obtained. Also 23,564 card-slips were written for the copying machine, 
from which 110,326 cards wererun off. Atthe end of June, 1902, the index 
catalogue contained about 675,250 cards. The separate catalogues contain 
cards as follows: General, 237,715; Documents, 130,000; Serial, 38,265; 
Report, 18,675; Railroad, 6,915; Hebrew,18,750; Oriental, 4,520; Russian, 
6,420. The card catalogues in the two reading rooms at the Lenox Build- 
ing contained 207,970 cards (132,710 in the general reading room, 43,700 in 
the music catalogue, and 31,560 in the catalogue of genealogies and local 
histories); in addition to the above, the catalogue of manuscripts contains 
24,200 cards, of maps 23,870 cards, of Americana 29,410 cards, of prints 
8,276 cards. 

Revision of the index catalogue in the reading room was continued, the 
following groups with their related subjects having been taken up: astron- 
omy, geodesy, time, etc. ; dairies and dairying; electricity; geography; gov- 
ernment, political science, and constitutional law; India; insurance; lighting; 
marriage and divorce; municipal government; photography ; pottery; prices; 
shorthand; statistics; taxation; tobacco; George Washington; wages. 

There remained unsearched and uncatalogued in the Astor Building 600 


volumes, 33,000 pamphlets, 400 pamphlet volumes, mostly of religious 
matter. 
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In the Lenox Building the cataloguing of the following topics was taken 
“(up and finished: English literature, French history, fine arts, and consti- 
)jtutional and international law. There remain in the Lenox Building to be 
jcatalogued: sociology and economics, 5,300 volumes; religion, 5,700; 
#\science and technology, 3,500; European histories, with the exception of 
#/English, French, and ancient histories, 858; general literature, 1,500. 
The number of periodicals indexed is 1,240, an increase of 115 in the 
ar; in addition 37 periodicals are indexed for the A. L. A. co-operative 
work, The total number of cards written for the New York Public Library 
4 indexing was 18,214; the total number of titles written for co-operative 
J indexing, 775, two printed cards being received for each title; and the total 
|number of index cards added to the catalogue was 19,764. 


During the year the number of readers and visitors who visited the two 
reference library buildings was 165,011, the Astor having received 111,199, 
# and the Lenox 53,812. This isan increase of about 21,039 readers over the 
| previous year, the increase being 9,510 at the Astor Branch, and 11,529 at 
the Lenox. The daily average of readers was 451, or 358 at the Astor and 
93 at the Lenox. The largest number in any one month was in March and 
the smallest in July, as has been the case in previous years. 
The total number of volumes and periodicals issued to readers in both 
‘buildings during the twelve months, not including the use made of the open 
reference shelves, was 411,883. The figures for this item in 1900-01 were 
605,487; the apparent decrease is due, however, to a change in the methods 
of keeping statistics in the Astor Branch. Of the 351,228 volumes called 
for at the Astor, the largest number, 60,309, or 17 per cent., belonged to 
English literature; 56,847, or 16 per cent., belonged to applied science; 
45,290, or 12 per cent., belonged to law, economics, sociology, and educa- 
tion; 37,372, Or 10.6 per cent., related to the literature of Europe. The 
total number of volumes given out at the Lenox Building was 60,655, of 
which 33,366 related to genealogy and 5,382tomusic. Tables are appended 
showing in detail by months the statistics of readers and the character of 
the books called for at the Astor and the Lenox Buildings,

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PERIODICAL DEPARTMENT. 


The total number of readers of current periodicals in the periodical 
department during the fiscal year was 23,640, being a daily average of 76. 
In addition to the journals contained on the open reference shelves, 226, 396 
numbers of current periodicals were called for, being a daily average of 
730. The total number of periodicals received at this date is 4,495, of which 
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941 are gifts, and 158 exchanges for the Bulletin. In addition to these the 
Library received by purchase 621 annual publications, and by gift 5,495 
annual publications. The average of separate numbers of periodicals 
(excluding annuals) received daily is 280, the total number for the year 
being 86,800, This includes 58 daily papers, 600 weeklies, 154 semi- 
monthlies, 1,254 monthlies, 163 bi-monthlies, 517 quarterlies, 71 semi- 
annuals, and gog of irregular period of publication. In addition, 925 
document serials (421 foreign and 504 domestic) are included in the report 
of the document department. In exchange for the Aud/etin the Library 
receives a total of 395 periodicals, an increase of 41 for the year; of these 
164 are American annual publications and 73 foreign annuals, and 126 
American and 32 foreign periodicals of greater frequence of publication 
thanannually, A table (III) is appended giving the statistics of periodicals 
received by countries. 2,865 volumes of old periodicals were added to the 
Library during the year, completing important files. 


* DocUMENT DEPARTMENT, 


During the year there were received of public documents 10,829 
volumes, 4,392 pamphlets, 25,668 pieces of serials; there were catalogued 
16,850 volumes, 5,400 pamphlets, for which were written 6,891 cards, and 
6,666 slips for the printer or the copying machine. The most extensive 
additions were made to the collection of American municipal documents; 
sets of collected modern documents of several American States were com- 
pleted, notably those of Maine, Massachusetts, New Jersey, Indiana, and 
Pennsylvania. In foreign documents the additions to the official newspapers 
and government handbooks, and the proceedings of Australasian coun- 
tries, of Italy, and of France have been considerable; documents of the 
latter country, secured from the library of the late Jules Simon, included 
important financial reports and reports of special inquiry commissions. 

Preliminary work on the index to United States documents relating to 
foreign affairs has been completed, a total number of 45,000 cards having 
been written to cover the period from 1810 to 1896. This preliminary 
work is now in process of revision in preparation for printing. 


SEMITIC DEPARTMENT. 


The accessions to this department during the year amounted to 950 
volumes and 350 pamphlets, the great majority of which were the gift of 
Mr. Jacob H. Schiff. The Hebrew section of this department now con- 
tains over 11,000 books and pamphlets, including books in the Hebrew 
language and in the various Jewish dialects on all subjects, and also works 
relating to Jewish history in all languages. Over three-fourths of this 


_ 
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!| collection has been presented by Mr. Schiff. It includes a valuable collec- 
tion of over 1,000 volumes of Jewish periodicals, a list of which has been 
printed in the Buwlletin, and its special catalogue contains over 16,000 
cards. The collection is much used, about 30,000 volumes and pamphlets 
from it having been called for by readers during the year. 


SLavonic DEPARTMENT, 


The accessions amounted to 1,560 volumes, bringing the total in the 
department to 4,721 volumes. The number of volumes catalogued was 
1,598, for which 5,919 cards were written, the catalogue of the depart- 
ment now containing 6,420 cards. The number of readers averaged 231 
per month, 

Among the important gifts were a collection of the publications of the 
**Society for the promotion of culture among the Jews of Russia,” and 
many publications of B. D. Grinchenko of Chernigov, Russia. By pur- 
chase important additions were made to the files of the Russian periodicals 
**Vyestnik Yevropy,” ‘‘Otechestvennyya Zapiski,” ‘‘Russki Vyestnik,” 
**Mysl” and others. 


BULLETIN. 


Volume V. of the Suiletin, for 1901, contained 490 pages, an increase 
of 74 pages over1goo. Of the check lists printed between July, 1901, and 
_ June, 1902, worthy of special note, were the list of manuscript collec- 
tions in the Library (July); lists of American county and state histories 
(November); list of foreign government documents on finance (Decem- 
ber); a series of lists of works relating to Brooklyn similar in plan and 
scope to those relating to New York City printed in January-December, 
1901, comprising general municipal documents, newspapers (January), 


| finance and commerce, churches, libraries, schools, clubs, charities and 


missions, hospitals (February), history of Brooklyn, maps, directories, 
cemeteries, public health, parks, fire department, water supply (March) ; 
a series of lists of works on prices (April), value, wages, corn laws (May); 
a list of Russian and other Slavonic periodicals (June). The issue for 
August, 1901, contained the text of an interesting letter from Robert 
Fulton to Bonaparte, dated May 1, 1798, urging the adoption by France 
of a system of canals and a general policy of free trade; further selections 
of letters of James Monroe were given in September and November, rgor, 
and June, 1902; nine letters from Edgar Allan Poe to E, A. Duyckinck 
in 1845-49 were printed in January, 1902, and in the same issue was 
printed a calendar of the Barbour papers relating to national and Virginia 
politics between 1811 and 1841 
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EXCHANGES. 


During the year there were received by the Library on exchange 
account 2,612 volumes and 68,231 pamphlets, and there were sent out 
duplicates in exchange to the number of 2,834 volumes and 15,126 pam- 
phlets. In exchange for the Awiletin there were received 126 American 
and 32 foreign periodicals (total, 158), and in addition 164 American and. 
73 foreign (total, 237) annual publications, and 124 separate volumes, 
all of which latter have been credited as gifts in the statistics of volumes 
and pamphlets actually received during the year. 


PRINT DEPARTMENT. 


The number of prints accessioned during the year was 12,612. The 
print room was visited by 801 persons for the purpose of consulting prints; 
the visitors to picture galleries numbered 33,240, of whom 13,294 examined - 
the prints in the exhibition cases. 108 letters were written in answer to 
queries from readers, 34 volumes were sent to the general reading room 
for the use of readers, 25 volumes were catalogued, 83 cards and 82 slips 
were written, and 246 cards schapirographed, 104 prints were mounted in 
the library, and about 6,700 newspaper clippings were distributed in their 
proper groups, if of interest in connection with the department, or were 
turned over to the general library. Through the courtesy of Mr. Avery 
255 mat openings were cut by an outside workman. 

In July ‘‘A handbook of the S. P. Avery collection of prints and art 
books in the New York Public Library” was printed and placed on sale 
at the price of fifty cents. This is a volume of 84 pages, containing, after 
an ‘‘introductory statement,” the rules of the print room, a catalogue of 
the etchings, lithographs, photographs, miscellaneous prints, arranged 
alphabetically according to the engraver’s name, and showing the number 
of prints by each. The catalogue of books in the collection is divided into 
five sections: art and artists in general, prints in general, etching, lithog- 
raphy, individual artists and their works; it is accompanied by two half- 
tone cuts of the print room and the exhibition gallery. 

Exhibitions at the Lenox branch were as follows: July to September, 
portraits chosen primarily for their artistic quality; October to December, 
a loan exhibition of the work of Rembrandt, from the J. Pierpont Morgan 
collection; January to March 17, engravings by Fantin-Latour and by 
Egusquiza; from March 18, work of Dante Gabriel Rossetti; during the 
year a portion of the Japanese prints has remained on exhibition. At the 
Astor branch the art-forms in nature were partially replaced in July by 
photographs of views in the Philippine Islands; in October part of the 
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artistic portraits were sent down from the Lenox exhibit just closed; in 
January were shown plates from Migeon’s ‘‘ Treasures and masterpieces 
of art at the Paris Exposition” of rgoo, given by Mrs. Henry Draper, and 
Chinese prints of the Boxer uprising given by Dr. J. O. Skinner; these 
| gave place in March toa selection of the Fantin-Latour and Egusquiza 
prints, and the latter in turn were replaced in May by plates from Hirth’s 
““Formenschatz.” In November and February wood engravings and 
1 etchings by Haden from the Avery collection were loaned for exhibitions 
at the Grolier Club. » 

Mr. Avery continued his gifts through the year; particular mention 
| should be made of his additions to the Turner, Whistler, Rossetti material, 
of two volumes of etchings by Goya, of 33 volumes of engravings by 
Chodowiecki, of 300 plates of F. Lippman’s phototype reproductions of 
*‘ Original drawings by Rembrandt.”” Mr. Charles Sedelmeyer, of Paris, 
gave the five volumes already published of Wilhelm Bode and C. Hofstede 
de Groot’s ‘‘ Complete work of Rembrandt,” with the promise of future 
volumes as issued, to be credited to the Avery collection. R. Swain 
Gifford gave seven etchings by himself, L. M. Yale 34 of his etchings, Dr. 
J. O. Skinner 5 Chinese wood engravings; in addition to those above 
noted there were, of course, other gifts from various sources. 


IMPORTANT GIFTS. 


Mr. Avery has continued his gifts of prints and of books of a general 
nature, Mr. Cadwalader has made important acccessions to the sports col- 
lection, and Mr. Maitland tothe Americana. In addition to the many gen- 
eral works given by Mrs. Henry Draper, mention should be made of her 
gift of Goupil’s ‘‘ Treasures and masterpieces of art at the Paris Uni- 
versal Exposition ” of 1900, and of some 500 volumes of American, English 
and Continental literary annuals. 

Important gifts have been received from the WVew York Times, Tribune, 
Evening Post, Sun, daily newspapers; and from the Churchman, Christian 
Herald, Literary Digest, American Agriculturist, weekly newspapers; and from 
the Methodist Library through Rev. J. C. Thomas, its librarian. From 
Cooper Union have been received broken files of over forty daily and weekly 
newspapers published in this country and abroad. 

Official publications of interest have been sent in from the Argentine 
Republic, Australia, Barbados, Boulogne, Bordeaux, Cuba, Denmark, 
Dresden, Gold Coast Colony, India, Italy, Jamaica, Japan, Lisbon, Mada- 
gascar, Moscow, Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, Netherlands, Peru, Russia, 

Trieste and elsewhere. Major S. T. Armstrong, the Century Association, 
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the Earl of Crawford and Balcarres, Mr. Worthington C. Ford, B. ‘Dy 
Grinchenko, of Chernigov, Russia, the Long Island Historical Society, the 
Duc de Loubat, Mr. Eliot Norton, Mrs. Penfield, Messrs. H. V. and. H. We 
Poor, Mr. Leonard E. Opdyke, Mr. E. Schernikow, Mr. Charles Sedel- 
meyer, of Paris, should be mentioned as givers of works of particular 
interest. 

In December the George W. Curtis Memorial Association presented a 
bronze bust of George William Curtis by J. Q. A. Ward. A valuable col- 
lection of reports relating to the African colonization of American negroes 
was given by the New York Colonization Society in March; and nearly 300 
volumes of historical fiction in German were given by Mr. George Fischer 
in January. 

The two largest collections received by gift during the year are the 
Sterne collection, consisting of 2,375 volumes and 2,442 pamphlets, relating 
mainly to economics, from the library of the late Simon Sterne; and the 
Library Americana given by Mr. Henry Baldwin, of New Haven, Connec- 
ticut, including about 1,000 bound volumes, 5,000 pamphlets and a large 
quantity of odd numbers of magazines and newspapers, a series of scrap- 
books relating to such matters as the Chile-Peru war, the Presidential elec- 
tion of 1884, the Spanish-American war, and much material in the form of 
manuscript letters, pamphlets, clippings, etc., relating to the various 
nativistic orders and organizations that have from time to time been formed 
in this country. 

As stated in my last report, the fund available for purchase of books for 
the reference department is not more than half the amount required to keep 
it up to date, and the selection for purchase has continued to be made in 
accordance with the rules stated in that report. The most urgent demands 
upon the library are for works in applied science, in political science, 
and the industrial arts, in American and English history, and for public 
records and documents, and serials of all kinds, and these demands have 
been met as far as possible. Special endowments for the departments of 
Art, Music, Education, and European History and Literature are much 
needed; at present our accessions in these departments are very few in 
number. 

The Library staff have done good work throughout the year, and I take 
great pleasure in acknowledging the cordial co-operation of the chiefs of the 
several departments to secure the best results.
